109 Market st., told council he 
will place two modern ambulances 
in service today. 
.^Robert Mahan of the North War-: 
ren volunteer fire department alsof 
told council that his organization 
has bought the Templeton ambu­ 
lance and made eleven calls the 
first eight days. 
He said that a 
call to the hospital would result 
in a call to the driver on call, who 
in turn would call his assistant. 
Drivers on call do not fight fires. 
Mr. Mahan asked what was going 
to happen to this service if other 
ambulances were used in Warren, 
President Laskaris explained that 
there are no rules or restrictions 
on individuals who want to go into 
the ambulance business. 
The ambulance committee said 
it would plan an ordinance that 
would govern ambulance service 
in the borough. This would involve 
a license but not afranchise.Chair­ 
man Miller said he hoped to have 
it ready for the next meeting. 
Solicitor Harper explained that 
the state borough code does not 
specify that a borough can regulate 
ambulance service, but that a bor­ 
ough does have a right to protect 
the welfare of its residents. Under 
this - right it probably could es­ 
tablish ambulance controls.

Revised Architect Reports Are 
Released By Area School Board

Reports relative to a new high 
school for the Warren area were 
submitted by two architect firms 
at the regular meeting of the War­ 
ren Area Joint School committee, 
Monday evening. 
The firms of 
Lawrie and Green of Harrisburg, 
and Meyers, Kidder, Werle, and 
Ellenberger of Erie listed the costs] 
of building on various available 
sites and the cost of remodeling, 
with the obvious result that a new 
building on the Swlck site would be 
the most advantageous. 
The figures are not actual because 
there are no plans ready for con-' 
slderation, but they offer a study 
in comparative costs. 
These, too, 
are misleading unless all aspects 
are taken into consideration. 
The reports are no more than 
slightly dressed over versions of 
reports which the school board has 
had in its possession for many 
months. The purpose of the reports 
was to help decide whether to re­ 
model or build a new school. Many 
of the sites considered at the time 
the architects made their study 
now are not seriously considered 
by most people. 
The present site,| 
the Swick property, and Memorial 
field, are the three chief prospects. 
The difference between building a 
new school and remodeling the old 
one ranges from $300,000 to $500, 
OOO. 
Lawrie and Green place the 
price of remodeling and adding to 
the old building at $1,789,700. But 
this figure does not include the cost 
of buying adjacent land. 
The Erie firm estimates the cost 
of remodeling and adding on to be 
$1,873,800, and it includes a cost of 
$165,000 for the purchase of ad­ 
jacent land. 
Lawrie and Green estimate the 
Swick site cost would be$2,306,000. 
This does not include the cost of the 
land. 
Lawrie and Green diplo­ 
matically suggest that any of the 
sites can be used. 
The Erie firm places the Swick 
site cost at $2,121,150, and this 
price includes $8,000 for the pur­ 
chase of 25 acres of land. 
The Erie firm very thoroughly 
discusses the advantages and dis­ 
advantages of each. 
It says the 
present site is too small and that 
there is no economical way to en­ 
large it. 
The school would occupy 
most of the site and would thereby 
eliminate any other use of the land. 
The Erie architects say the saving 
in construction costs resulting from 
use of the old building does not justify 
the disadvantages of this scheme. 
And the sale of the present site 
would further reduce the cost of 
building a new school on a new site. 
A parking and traffic problem 
would be created and a school would 
have to be provided for the pupils 
while the remodeling was underway. 
The Erie firm also does not 
recommend the Memorial field site 


because it is too small, the railroad 
is too close, creating noise and dirt, 
the industrial area is a poor environ­ 
ment, and the low elevation would be 
subject to floods. 
The Swick site, says Werle and 
associates, is superior to any of the 
other sites. It fairly lists the prob­ 
lems it provides, but all of them 
have been discussed here before 
and we are well aware that they can 
be overcome. 
Werle thoroughly discussed the 
condition of the present building,' 
revealing the bad condition of its 
floors, wiring, plumbing, and the 
limited scope of its air conditioning 
which would have to be replaced if 
the building were enlarged. 
We 
gather from the report that nothing 
is of much value here except the 
walls and they will not blend in with 
a new addition. 
The Lawrie and Green proposal 
frightens us. 
It would do little 
more than put linoleum on the old 
floors, cover the old ceilings, install 
new wiring and fixtures, modernize 
the heating and ventilating, and paint 
the building. 
It also would remove 
the third floor, but says in another 
portion that a three-story building 
is necessary at this site. 
The Harrisburg firm also has 
some errors concerning site loca­ 
tions. It says the present site is 
within a mile and a half of every 
part of Warren. (Glade from Park 
st. east is over a mile and a half.) 
It says the Swick site is remote 
from the borough, yet at the same 
time says it is within a mile and a 
half of seventy percent of the homes. 
Actually, two miles is the trans­ 
portation 
limit from 
secondary 
Schools, and all of the sites are 
well within that range, with very 
few exceptions. And we do have bus 
service. 
Lawrie and Green also say many 
properties must be bought near the 
present school and that three acres 
would result. Yet it says there is 
no problem at this site except the 
size. 
Is parking not a problem? 
Does Warren have a traffic problem? 
And it says there is no flood 
trouble at the present site. 
We 
have 
some pictures these boys 
should scan. 
The middle of that 
block has seen some wet times and 
the last one lifted the gym floor to 
the ceiling. 
The reports will require much 
more study in fairness to all con­ 
cerned. 
This we will do. Perhaps 
we may print them verbatim for 
your benefit. 
As it stands today 
you know only what editors and 
commentators choose to tell you 
and how they interpret the reports. 
The joint school committee com­ 
pleted its meeting by appointing a 
new special committee to study the 
latest developments on the new 
school and to report at the next 
meeting.

For $57,857.14 A Year 


Let's talk about money! The money 
it would cost us to pay for a new 
Warren area high school, if its 
price were two and a half million 
dollars. 
To arrive at these figures we 
have contacted some of the nation's 
leading financiers. We also have 
included bond houses who are suffi­ 
ciently large to have their own 
municipal authority department and 
are willing to invest in Warren 
bonds. In fact, already have done so. 
To be very safe we have figured 
the interest at four per cent. This 
is more than we probably will pay. 
Most authorities say they believe 
it may run as low as 3 1/2 per cent.

the old school. The architects place 
the saving at figures that vary from 
three to four hundred thousand dol­ 
lars. This means about one mill a 
year to you. 
If you are the average taxpayer 
in Warren a new high school will 
cost you about $16 a year. A re­ 
modeled one will cost you about 
$12. For $4 a year you can have 
the economical and practical advan­ 
tages of a new high school. 
We doubt if the new school on 
this basis will cost you any addi­ 
tional millage at all. We will have 
paid off the Jefferson bonds before 
we start paying for the high school. 
And you will see that the annual pay­ 
ments for the Jefferson school are 
about the same as Warren residents 
will have to pay for the high school. 
This suggests that as far as 
payments on the actual cost of the 
school, Warren millage will not 
change. 
* 


We want to emphasize that when 
we say this, the cost of constructing 
the school is our sole concern, and 
we are accepting the school board’s 
figure of $2 1/2 million. 
Where the double talk can develop 
is that future education costs no 
doubt will go up. If we have more 
pupils we will need more teachers. 
We also will have other related 
costs on a per pupil basis. And 
teacher salaries will increase. 
But these costs will be with us 
whether or not we build a new 
school. In fact they will be greater 
if we remodel because we still will 
have an old building and its costs, 
are bound to be greater than a new 
one. 
We actually can save money in 
the long run by paying the relatively 
small cost of a new modern school 
constructed in a way and on a site 
that will allow for the natural expan­ 
sion which probably will occur. 
* 


DOLLAR FACTS 
To be completely fair about this 
we will give you the figures which 
were provided the Warren Area 
Joint committee at its Monday meet­ 
ing. These figures were presented 
by Superintendent Carl Whipple, and 
we assure you that they are very 
accurate if leading bond houses know 
their business.

What will this cost Warren? We 
now are paying about $56,000 a 
year on the Jefferson st. school 


bonds. These will be paid off in 
about two years. According to these 
leading municipal bond authorities 
whom we have quoted, Warren’s 
annual payment on the new high 
school, if that school costs $2 1/2 
million, will be $57,857.14. 
That looks to us as though we 
could have a $2 1/2 million dollar 
new school for no more taxes than 
we are paying now.

POOR U B R ARY RATING 
More money is available to Penn­ 
sylvania rural areas for library 
service if officials w ill take ad­ 
vantage of it. 
The library service 
in Pennsylvania is rated as very 
poor among authorities on the sub­ 
ject, which is understandable when 
you see public officials, such as the 
W a r r e n 
county commissioners, 
ignore the people’s wishes in re­ 
spect to improvements. 
At the 
same time you see existing boards, 
make no effort to obtain the tax 
dollars available to their poor bud­ 
gets, and often very willingly offered 
jay such groups as the Warren bor­ 
ough council and the state legisla­ 
ture. 
This tied in with the sub<ects 
discussed at the Pennsylvania Li- 
brary 
Association 
convention in 
Pittsburgh, attended by M rs. Geor­ 
gia S. Coyle, Warren librarian, 
Miss Anne Lesser, Warren chil­ 
dren’s librarian, and M rs. Edna 
B. 
Swanson, 
Warren circulation 
librarian and secretary of the public 
libraries section of the state as­ 
sociation. 
It was learned that the federal 
government now has made addition­ 
al money available to rural libraries 
in Pennsylvania. Despite this, Penn­ 
sylvania, unlike some alert states, 
has no plan for accepting the money. 
At the present time there is 
$40,000 available which the state 
can have for budgeting in 1957, or 
what is 
left of the fiscal year. 
This Is a test amount. If the state 
and local library groups match the 
money, it w ill be increased to a 
maximum of $342,000 a year. 
, It seems local groups must take 
It upon themselves to develop pro­ 
grams, such as the proposed Warren 
county library service which com­ 
missioners have turned down. The 
state already is prepared to pay 
Warren county up to $4,000 a year 
for such a service. 
If we get this 
right, the federal government w ill 
match that with another $4,000 if 
the state wakes up and prepares a 
plan for accepting the offer. 
The major- hold-up has been the 
lack of a . aute ‘ librarian. 
We 
understand one will be appointed 
within the next two weeks. 
The 
federal money must come through 
the state library. 
A new standard for Pennsylvania 
libraries is slated for considera­ 
tion by the Association and it is 
hoped that efforts of the federal 
and state governments, and the state 
library, to give help to local li­ 
braries w ill be met with greater 
cooperation all along the line. 
The state provides annual funds 
for county service, the state li­ 
brary has books to lend for aug­ 
menting the local supply, and now 
the federal government is offer­ 
ing more money if. it is matched. 
Meanwhile, we see libraries la­ 
menting the lack of funds, and entire 
areas asking officials for services 


which are refused. 
Some one needs to get together 
with someone in this business if 
Pennsylvania is not to fall even 
further behind in the reading field. 
• * • 


YOU SHOULD READ 
A couple of articles that you 
should find intriguing appear in 
the Saturday Review and the Read­ 
ers Digest. 
The Saturday Review 
issue of October 6 has a special 
science report on Food and Cancer. 
It discusses what it calls the sus­ 
picious chemicals in your market 
basket. 
It points out that a rapidly grow­ 
ing number and variety of non­ 
nutritive substances have been in­ 
troduced into foodstuffs in recent 
years because of modern production 
methods. 
Some of them are not 
even assimilated by the food but 
remain as residues. 
Unfortunately some of these sub­ 
stances are sim ilar to or identical 
with chemicals that are known to 
have cancer-provoking properties. 
And to make it worse we have no 
assurity that they have been thor­ 
oughly tested for safety. 
In fact, 
the article says they probably have 
not. 
The articles, for there Is a group 
of them, sum up the situation by 
admitting that there may be no 
chemicals in American food that 
are definitely known to cause can­ 
cer, but it is wise to take pre­ 
cautionary steps. It advises house­ 
wives to keep an eye on oranges 
with color added, sweet potatoes 
the buyer does not personally know 
are free of skin coloring, canned 
vegetables that might have coloring 
(frozen have no added colorings), 
margarine colored by anything other 
than carotene which is a harmless 
natural substance, and any parts 
of the necks of chickens, because 
they are the site of growth pellets 
which poultry growers use to speed 
the maturation of chickens. 
• 


The Readers Digest article should 
be of interest to all suffering tax­ 
payers. 
It reveals flow one fair 
sized city reduced police and fire 
protection costs by combining the 
departments. This, of course, won’t 
set with politicians and established 
members of the higher echelons, 
but the article makes much good 
'sense. 
it does not advise the step for 
large cities, but claims it works 
very nicely in the range of popula­ 
tion which would include, Warren. 
Men are trained in both police work 
and fire fighting. A ll cruising cars 
are equipped with chemicals. With 
a man at the wheel of a radio car 
in every section of the town, most 
fires are nipped before the trucks 
arrive.

A couple of weeks ago this column 
carried a release of the Federal 
Trade Com m ission in which advice 
was given concerning correspond­ 
ence schools, some of which are 
making prom ises which they can 
not keep, and many of which are 
not what they pretend to be. This 
leaves the average citizen a bit up 
in the a ir concerning this type of 
training. 
If he is interested in 
m ore learning, and it is not avail­ 
able in his own comm unity, he 
wonders what school can be trusted. 
Because of this the state and 
national groups have form ed com ­ 
m issions which have studied the 
schools available and have set up 
rigid requirem ents as a m easuring 
stick. 
Those that m eet these re ­ 
quirem ents are placed on the ac­ 
credited list. 
To receive accreditation, schools 
must m eet the following standards: 
Competent faculty, educationally 
sound and up-to-date courses, only 
qualified students adm itted, sa tis­ 
factory educational serv ices, proof 
of student success and satisfaction, 
reasonable tuition, truthful adver­ 
tising, and financially able to de­ 
liver high quality educational s e r ­ 
vice.

EDUCATIONAL HELPS 
In this day of highly trained p e r­ 
sonnel for the advanced techniques 
required in many plants, education 
is becoming increasingly im portant. 
With m ore tim e for home study, and 
with college attendance very costly, 
means of learning either at home or 
in one's own community are im pera­ 
tive. 
It is for this reason that we 
constantly advocate the full con­ 
sideration of local adult needs when 
we plan a new high school. 
In some cities the first two years 
of college, or a share of the sub­ 
jects one studies in those two y ears, 
are being made available by way of 
a community college. 
Such is the 
case in Jamestown. 
Perhaps we 
can’t go quite that far in W arren 
but certainly we can build our school 
to m eet the needs of W arren in­ 
dustry, and we could have an evening 
school 
program 
that 
would en­ 
courage participation. 
Twelve leading engineers of tne 
Jamestown area com prise one of 
three which have been set up by the 
college board for the purpose of 
form ing a closer liaison between the 
college classroom and business 
Though in the case of Jamestown 
the resu lts will provide students 
with credits for continuing their 
studies in other colleges, a sim ilar 
arrangem ent could be provided for 
a high school. 


Such a step is at least two-fold, 
lit would help young people to see 
what industry needs and thus pre-* 
pare them selves either to train for 
direct employment after graduation 
o r for m ore education as a complete 
preparation for employment. And it

would help industry find the boys and 
girls m ost capable of filling the jobs 
that are and will be open. Shortages 
in various lines might be elim inated. 
As for night school, very often 
the subject you might enjoy study­ 
ing lacks enough signers to make it 
available in W arren. 
For this 
reason we are intrigued by the wide 
variety made available in the Jam es­ 
town school. There are twenty-five 
of them, including biology, business 
English, business law, dram a ap­ 
preciation, accounting, arts and his­ 
tory appreciation, astronom y, auto­ 
m ation, English literatu re,O ld T es- 
tament literatu re, home building, 
public speaking, philosophy, home 
decoration, salesm anship, journal­ 
ism , radio broadcasting, and many 
others.

OTHER EDUCATIONAL HELP 
Another field of education, in­ 
volving the preparation of people 
for service in our society, is the 
State Bureau of Rehabilitation pro­ 
gram , which is interested in all 
handicapped persons who are six­ 
teen years of age or older if they 
can be made employable. 
Last 
year its state bureau helped place 


4,200 such people in employment. 
Because very few jobs require all 
of an individual's physical capaci­ 
ties, handicapped persons are able 
to find a spot in m ost lines of work. 
They can do this without asking for 
special privileges, and ask only 
that em ployers give them a chance 
to prove their worth. 


This program is not a costly one 
for the taxpayer. 
Actually, the 
program is self supporting, because 
it is figured that the average handi­ 
capped person who is trained and 
given a job pays the cost of his 
training back in income taxes with­ 
in seven years. 
Not only is he no 
longer a dependent on the state or on 
some one else, but he is earning 
his own way and paying off the 
costs in his own taxes. 


Joe Benson, chairm an of the local 
comm ittee for National Employ the 
Physically Handicapped week, which 
ends Saturday, asks all county em ­ 
ployers to help by giving these 
people an opportunity to earn a liv­ 
ing.
